Ormonp. The manuscript version is of great interest, for it contains con- 
siderable material not included in the printed version, even containing ten 
additional pages at the end that do not appear in the published copy. The 
manuscript was in circulation many years before publication. 

The manuscript belonged to John Desborough, or Desborow, and bears his 
name several times on the fly-leaves, in addition to numerous notes in his 
hand. Desborough was a major-general under Oliver Cromwell and one of 
his most important comrades. He was also a member of Cromwell’s privy 
council, but bitterly opposed Cromwell’s attempt to seize the title of king. 
One of the notes on a front fly-leaf is a copy of a warrant to Desborough, 
in the latter’s hand, to appear at Hampton Court before Cromwell. Several 
leaves of the book are occupied with what appears to be a list or muster of 
Desborough’s command of cavalry.

THE RARE SECOND EDITION. Regarding the confused bibliography of this work, 
Mr. J. Crompton Rhodes, in his admirable book “The Plays and Poems of 
Richard Brinsley Sheridan”, 3 vols., New York, 1929, writes as follows: 
“This edition, like that of 1780” [of which Rhodes records but four copies, 
one very imperfect] “has no Prologue or Epilogue, which were added in sub- 
sequent Editions. It appears, therefore, from the wording of the title-page, 
to be reprinted from the First Edition. Against the characters in Dramatis 
Personnae there are no names of players, though subsequent Editions give 
either a London or Dublin cast. This seems therefore to be the Second 
Edition.” 

The undated edition printed by Ewling, formerly considered the First Edition, 
is listed by Mr. Rhodes as twenty-third in his list of pirated editions, and is 
tentatively dated 1799. His explanations for thus placing this edition appear 
quite reasonable.
